In  an  attempt  to  give  the  town  better  police  coverage  and  increase  the 
availability  of  police  officers,  this  year  we  purchased  two  motorola  minitor 
pagers.  These  pagers  are  activated  through  the  Southwestern  N.H.  District 
Fire-Mutual  Aid  Dispatch  Center  and  are  small  enough  to  be  carried  almost 
everywhere  the  police  officers  go. 

If  a  call  is  received  by  Mutual  Aid,  they  attempt  to  call  us  by  telephone  or 
two-way  radio.  If  there  is  no  response,  the  pager  is  activated.  The  pager  each 
officer  is  carrying  gives  a  tone  and  then  a  message  is  given  to  call  the 
Dispatch  Center  or  respond  to  a  certain  location.  This  makes  if  possible  to 
almost  always  make  contact  with  an  officer.  If,  by  chance,  both  officers  are 
not  abailable  and  can  not  respond,  they  will  place  a  call  to  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Police  and  a  State  Trooper  will  respond.  1  have  received 
positive  feedback  from  people  in  the  town  saying  they  had  no  problem 
contacting  the  police. 

This  year,  we  received  31  complaints  more  than  we  did  last  year.  We  are 
also  encountering  more  investigation  time  that  is  required  on  complaints  we 
are  receiving.   One  case  in  particular  required  over  40  hours  of  investigation 
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time,  and  led  to  an  arrest  of  the  perpertrator.  There  were  over  550  man  hours 
this  year  and  over  4050  miles  put  on  our  vehicles  for  the  Town. 

This  year,  we  intend  to  continue  to  provide  the  same  services  we  have  in  the 
past.  Both  Deputy  Neal  Collier  and  myself  are  always  trying  to  improve  the 
department  as  a  whole.  We  are  always  open  to  ideas  and  more  than  willing  to 
speak  to  anyone  in  the  Town  about  any  problems  they  have.  We  have  also 
found  that  people  in  the  Town  are  very  willing  to  help  us.  There  have  been 
times  that  citizens  observations  have  been  very  important  to  our 
investigations.    To  those  people,  we  are  very  greatful. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  request  that  everyone  in  the  Town  watch  for 
unusual  events  or  circumstances.  IF  YOU  SEE  SOMETHING  -  REPORT 
IT!  It's  better  for  us  to  check  a  situation  and  find  out  that  everything  is  alright 
than  not  to  report  it  and  find  out  something  was  wrong.

Article  1:  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

SELECTMAN:  23  votes  cast.  Richard  L.  Whipple  elected. 

TOWN     TREASURER:     22     votes     cast.         Mary     Brown     elected. 

TAX  COLLECTOR:  22  votes  cast.    Priscilla  Yardley  elected. 

TOWN  CLERK:  23  votes  cast.    Reese  E.  Every  elected. 

AUDITOR:  16  votes  cast.     Of  these,  Oliver  Derby  received  14,  Edward 

Cormier  received  1,  and  Fred  White  received  1.    Oliver  Derby  elected. 

TRUSTEE  OF  TRUST  FUNDS:   15  votes  cast.    Of  these,  Reese  Every 

received  1 1,  Edward  Cormier  received  1,  Fred  White  received  2,  and  Alpheus 

White  received  1.    Reese  Every  elected. 

SEXTON:  16  votes  cast.  Of  these,  Reese  Every  received  12,  Edward  Cormier 

received  2,  Fred  White  received  1,  and  Margaret  Menter  received  1.    Reese 

Every  elected. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town 
charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and    make  appropriations  of  the  same. 
Appropriation:    $8,250.00.    Motion  carried. 

Article  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000.00  for  salaries  and  expenses  of  Police  Department.   Motion  carried. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,972.00  for  Town  Welfare  and  Old  Age  Assistance.  A  Town  resident 
questioned  the  increase  over  last  year's  amount  for  this  purpose.  Selectman 
Richard  Whipple  explained  the  Town  was  responsible  for  a  particular  case 
involving  special  care.    Motion  carried. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200.00  for  purchase  and  maintenance  of  forest  fire  equipment.  In  response 
to  a  resident's  question.  Fire  Chief  Richard  Donohue  explained  that  funds 
appropriated  last  year  were  used  for  necessary  insurance  and  vehicle 
maintenance.    Motion  carried. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$311.97  for  Town  Road  Assistance.    Motion  carried. 

Article  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200.00  for  upkeep  of  cemeteries.    Motion  carried. 
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Article  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  and  incur  interest  expense  of  not  more  than 
$525.00  During  the  discussion  of  this  matter,  it  was  suggested  by  a  town 
resident  that  tax  bills  be  rendered  semi-annually  with  the  intention  of  making 
it  easier  for  full  collection  of  taxes  on  time,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  of 
borrowing  in  anticipation.  Selectman  Richard  Whipple  indicated  that  if  this 
system  was  desired  by  the  residents  it  should  be  put  in  the  Warrant  for  the 
next  Town  Meeting.    Motion  carried. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$75.00  for  a  contingency  fund.    Motion  carried. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,500.00  for  summer  and  $6,500.00  for  winter  road  maintenance.  Motion 
carried. 

Article  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$96.50  to  support  the  Mental  Health  Service  Program  of  Monadnock  Family 
and  Mental  Health  Service.    Motion  carried. 

Article  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$5,558.67  for  highway  construction  and  reconstruction.  Selectmen  Yardley 
and  Whipple  provided  details  on  this  and  other  highway  funds,  including 
sources,  affect  on  tax  rate,  how  they  have  been  used  and  how  they  will  be 
expended.    Motion  carried. 

Article  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$6,337.52  for  maintenance  of  Class  V  highways. 

Selectmen's  Comments:  This  is  a  special  fund  allocated  to  small  towns,  called 
the  "Duncan  Fund",  to  be  used  only  for  road  maintenance  on  Class  V  roads. 
The  appropriation  does  not  affect  your  tax  rate,  but  to  properly  be  expended, 
(as  in  Article  12)  a  vote  is  required.  (Class  V  highways  were  described  at  the 
request  of  a  resident.)    Motion  carried. 

Article  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$175.00  as  the  Town's  share  for  the  studies  and  operation  of  the  Southwestern 
New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission.  The  funds  to  be  used  for 
financing  the  staff,  operation  expenses,  planning,  studies,  technical 
assistance,  an^other  programs  of  the  Commission.  These  funds  may  be  used 
in  conjunction  with  other  State  and  Federal  Funds  available  for  planning 
purposes.  The  relationship  of  the  Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Regional 
Planning  Commission  with  the  Town  of  Roxbury,  and  the  benefits  realized 
by  the  Town  from  this  association,  was  explained  by  Selectman  Richard 
Whipple.    Motion  carried. 

Article  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$25.00  for  other  operating  expenses  of  the  Planning  and  Zoning  Board. 
Motion  carried. 

Article  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$150.00  for  emergency  assistance  to  Town  Poor.    Motion  carried. 
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Article  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$250.00  to  be  paid  for  dump  privileges  in  the  Town  of  Marlborough.  Motion 
carried. 

Article  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$753.50  as  its  fair  share  of  stand-by  costs  for  use  of  the  City  of  Keene's 
Ambulance  Service.    Motion  carried. 

Article  19:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  withdrawal  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and 
Local  Assistance  Act  of  1 972  for  use  as  set-offs  against  budget  appropriations 
in  the  amount  indicated:  and,  furhter  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make  pro- 
rata reductions  in  the  amounts  if  estimated  entitlements  are  reduced  or  take 
any  other  action  thereon:

Article  20:  "Do  you  approve  of  the  issuance  of  a  purchase  order  by  the  Town 
of  Roxbury,  to  allow  Police  Chief,  Earl  D.  Nelson,  to  purchase  for  himself,  a 
1983  Ford  LTD  Crown  Victoria,  'Police  Package'  motor  vehicle,  provided 
that  the  purchase  of  this  motor  vehicle  by  Chief  Nelson  shall  result  in  no  cost 
to  the  Town?"  Chief  Nelson  explained  that,  in  order  for  him  to  purchase  this 
special  'Police  Package'  vehicle,  it  must  be  done  through  the  Town.  All  costs 
for  loan,  insurance,  registration,  etc.,  will  be  the  responsibility  of  Chief 
Nelson.  Motion  carried. 

Article  21:  ACID  RAIN  WARRANT  ARTICLE.  To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  go  on  record  in  support  of  immediate  actions  by  the  Federal 
Government  to  control  and  reduce  acid  rain  which  is  harmful  to  the 
environment  and  economy  (of  the  Town)  and  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
people  (of  the  Town).    These  actions  shall  include: 

1 .  Reduce  by  at  least  half  the  major  cause  of  acid  rain, 
sulfur  dioxide  emissions,  by  the  year  1990. 

2.  Conclude  negotiations  and  adopt  a  treaty  with  the 
Government  of  Canada  that  will  commit  both 
nations  to  this  goal. 

The  record  of  the  vote  on  this  article  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Congressional  Delegation  and  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
Motion  carried. 

Article  22:  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  come  before  the  said 
meeting. 

As  a  result  of  a  study  made  by  the  volunteer  committee  formed  at  last  years 
Town  Meeting  to  assist  the  Town  Hall  custodian  in  formulating  guidelines  for 
renting  the  hall,  the  following  suggestions  were  offered: 
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1.  The  Chief  of  Police  is  to  be  notified  when  the  hall  is  rented  so  he  may  be  able 
to  prevent  traffic  problems. 

2.  Parking  to  be  confined  to  one  side  of  the  road  and  not  to  block  driveways. 

3.  The  renting  party  should  be  allowed  to  procure  the  key  to  the  hall  at  an 
early  time  and  return  it  at  a  later  time  than  use  of  the  hall  is  scheduled  for  in 
order  to  allow  for  preparations  and  cleanup,  (i.e.  pickup  key  on  Friday  and 
return  on  Sunday  for  a  Saturday  party.) 

4.  The  Chief  of  Police  will  enforce  a  midnight  curfew  for  partying  members 
attending  a  party  at  the  hall,  except  for  New  Year's  celebration. 

5.  in  the  event  of  a  gathering  of  more  than  25  persons,  the  hiring  person  must 
provide  for  police  control.  This  suggestion  was  modified  to  provide  for  a 
gatheringof  more  than  50  persons  with  the  custodian  making  a  decision  based 
upon  nature  of  party,  age  group,  etc.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  on 
this  rule.    Motion  carried. 

6.  A  suggested  $50.  deposit  required,  in  addition  to  the  rental  fee,  to  cover 
possible  damage  to  property.    This  was  considered  unnecessary. 

7.  All  trash  in  excess  of  the  two  barrels  provided  by  the  custodian  must  be 
disposed  of  by  the  person  renting  the  hall. 

8.  A  charge  to  be  made  for  use  of  chairs.  It  was  decided  this  was  not  necessary. 

A  final  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  have  rules  printed  and  made 
available  to  persons  renting  the  hall.    Motion  carried. 

The  subject  of  making  minor  repairs  to  the  Town  Hall  roof  by  volunteers  was 
discussed.    It  was  decided  to  have  this  in  next  year's  Warrant. 


A  resident  questioned  whether  it  would  be  possible  for  residents  to  have 
access  to  the  Keene  Public  Library  facilities.  A  motion  was  made  and 
seconded  to  have  Selectmen  check  on  the  fee  required,  if  any,  and  attempt  to 
make  arrangements  for  this  facility.    Motion  carried. 


A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  close  the  meeting.    Meeting  closed  at 
8:40  P.M.
